his trip. Asked how he accounted for it, he said that he 
believed the secret -was good farming. It waa hia 
opinion. that scientific famaing made the difference 


He found that where farmera had sumiar fallowed nearly 
all of them had good crops this year and that adjoining 
fields that had not been summer failowed bad very small 
crops and in most cases practically nothing. 

As to irrigations, he had seen one irrigated field of 
alfalfa north of town where one crop had been cul-and 
another almost ready for cutting, while direotly on the op- 
posite side of the road was a field that had not been irri- 
gated and it did not appear that it would be worth cutting. 
But he said that it might not be fair to judge this result 
without taking into consideration the reeults for several 
years and this wae the object of the work the department 
now had in hand. ‘ ‘ 

Asked as to when the reclassification of the land would 
be cempleted, he said that already some of the reports had 
been completed and sent ont, buethat it would still re- 
quire some time’ before the entire work would be complet- 
ed,

Eyec of che Starfish

lens, lined by red, rodlike sensory 
cells, clothed externally by supporting 
cells and containing a trausparent 
watery subsiance. Hellmuth Plessuer 
jmade a number of. experiments at 
Heliogland in order *to discover how 
much a starfish sees with these “eyes” 
or eye spots The answer is, not very 
much. It dees not form an image nor 
does it perceive u moving object. But 
it has corsiderable sensitiveness in 
| distinguishing different degrees of 
light and echade. Even the skin of the 
starfish is respons've to differences of 
{illumination in the immediate vicinty, 
{but by means of its “eyes” the starfish 
becomes aware of distant illumination 
that differs, either positively or nega- 
|tively, from that of the immediately 
{surrounding area.--New York World. 

Bank cf England Salaries 

To enter the service of the Bank of 
England a candizate must be nominat- 
{ed by a directer, be of good moral 
fcharacter, pass a qualifying (not com- 
petitive) examination and be between 
eighteen and twenty-two years cld 
The first year his salary is $500, and 
then it rises at the rate of $50 a year. 
At the end of the fifth year he pro- 
ceeds to the fourth class or else leayes 
the service of ihe bank. According 
to figures furnished by one of the 
bank's officials, the average pay at the 
end of ten years is $1,060. At fifteen 
years it is $1,800, twenty years $1,545, 
thirty years $1.45; after that the sen- 
for clerks pass to $2,150. The staff 
and special posts, numbering about 
100, are won by meritorious service, 
j The highest salary is paid the chief 
; cashier and js $15,000. The chief ac- 
countant draws $12,500, and there are 
several appointments ranging from $7,- 
500 to $3,500. Agents of branches re- 
ceive up to $12,000. There is a pen- 
sion system to which the clerk does 
not contribute, but for which he is 
qualified after ten years’ service.— 
Moody’s Magazine. 


Dirigible Balloons

After 
twenty minutes mc.e take up dough 
with hands slightly greased and fold 
over and over fourteen times. Cover, 
set aside for twenty minutes; then 
fold nine times. After twenty minutes 
more mo!d into loaves and bake forty 
minutes in a atendy oven 400 to 410 
degrees F. A cup of water in the cvea 
wil] make a tendeyer crust.”

Pension Fund for Employees 

The operation of the pension fund 
on the C.P.R. has made a notable 
difference in the tuyalty and devotion 
of all classes of eaployees. The ccm- 
pany hag had its pension fund some 
twelve years, and there is to the credit 
of the Canadian Pacific fund at the 
present time nearly $750,000, with a 
total of 605 pensioners. The pension 
fund is one of the most important 
features of the working of the respee- 
tive systems. It sives each employee 
a certain assurance of support in old 
age. In inany cases Where the salary 
is small this would not be a grzat 
deal; but the smallest pension is 320 
per month: and to many in humble 
stations this would be greatly desider- 
ated in old age and feebleness 

Last year the C.P.R. contributed 
under the rule of the fund, a_tota! 
of $125,000, while the payment of pen- 
sions under the terms of the fund 
came last year to $169,829. The pen 
sion fund remove, the distance be- 
tween the management and the em- 
ployees; and gives to each the stimu- 
lating feeling that he is identified with 
the interest and prosperity of the 
company.

Tf the opposiny force continues b 
yend a certain time the heart get 
tired, and its cavities dilate a litth 
while its action grows more rapid 
The sign of this is shortness o 
breath. Young athletes, by a cour: 
af judicious training, gradual 
strengthen the heart inuscles so the 
it is able to meet the strain and ove: 
come it by more forcible contraction: 
Tn youth also the organ is elasti 
and readily returns to its norma 
size, even in the absence of training 
as soon as the strain is reduced. 

In_fkater life. however, the elastic 
ity disappears, and a severe tax o 
the organ, such as bicycling uphili 
running or even a strenuous game o 
tennis when one is ‘“‘soft,’’ may te 
sult in a dilatation which is not re 
duced readily or which may eve:

One fair sized insect « 
week is sufficient to satisty its hun- 
ger because of its inactive existence, 
while it can live several montha with.

The heart is « muscular bag, d 
vided into four compartments, tt 
function of which is to pump th 
blood to'all parts of the body, whic 
it does by the regular contraction 
its walls. In health and under no 
mal conditions this pumping acti 
goes on regularly und quietly. Bi 
when an impediment is offered to tt 
flow of blood in the arteries, such 1 
occuts during active exercise or un 
der the stress of some strong ment: 
emotion, such as grief, anger or gren 
joy, the muscular wall must cou 
tract more forcibly 

If the opposing force continues b 
vend a certain time the heart get 
tired, and its cavities dilate a litth 
while its action grows more rapid 
The sign of this is shortness o 
breath. Young athletes, by a cour: 
of judicious training, graduall 
strengthen the heart inuscles so the 
it is able to meet the strain and ove: 
come it by more forcible contraction- 
In youth also the organ is elast! 
and readily returns to its norma 
size, even in the absence of training 
as soon as the strain is reduced. 

In fater life, however, the elastic 
ity disappears, and a severe tax © 
the organ, such as bicyeling uphili 
running or even a strenuous game o 
tennis when one is ‘‘soft,’’ may te 
sult in a dilatation which is not re 
duced readily or which may ever 
persist as a crippled heart, making 
its owner more or less of a permanen! 
invalid.

THE TARANTULA, | 


An Abstemious Creature That Has 
Been Much Maligned. 


‘The great tarantula of the south- 
western part of the United States, 
like many another poisonous creature 
as well as some that are quite harm- 
leas, is much maligned. It is not 
aggressive upon man, nor is it often 
intrusive, though many an old miner 
or prospector has “shaken them out | 


of his blankets or boots in the morn- | 
ing.” Strange to say, tarantulas 
thus dislodged are unusually ‘the 


size of a saucer.” 

Tt is often stated that the spider 
friaks about in the sunshine on the | 
hot sands of the desert, but in reality | 
it avoids sunshine when it is hot and | 
remains well down in its burrow in 
the ground. About sundown it comes 
up to the opening and lies in wait 
just: below the surface, It assumes 
this position whether it desires food 
or wishes only to get @ bit of fresh 
air. It does not travel about in 
quest of food even when hungry, but 
remains quietly in the attitude de- 
scribed, often for hours at a time 
At the near approach of a caterpillar, 
grasshopper, beetle or almost any 
ereature of like size other than its 
@anemy, the wasp, it rushes out and 
seizes it, but rarely goes farther than 
a few inches from the opening. 

Should the prey when first arrested 
simulate death, which often is the 
ease, since usually it is not at once 
wounded, the spider, unless it is very 
hungry, remains quiet until the in- 
sect moves, when the needle pointed 
reg 2 are thrust into it. By pausing 
it learns the nature of the object 
seized. The spider then retreats with 
it into its burrow to feast, where the 
prey is ground up by the powerful 
mundibles and the liquid portion, 
upon which the spider subsists, ia 
sucked out. One fair sized insect « 
week is sufficient to satisfy its hun- 
ger because of its inactive existence, 
while it can live several months with- 
out food, even when moat active, 
provided it has water. The spider 
will fight and destroy its own kind, 
but when equally matched the com- 
batants spar for an advantage and 
rarely clinch unless one relinquishes 
its vigilance, when the other buriee 
its fangs in it. It does not relinquish 
its hold until the helpless captive dies 
of paralysis, induced by the poisoy 
injected. Death results in ten o 
twenty minutes. There are approx) 
mately seven or eight females to each 
male. The adult males are highly 
energetic and, unlike their phlegnia- 
tic mates, cannot be kept long in 
confinement. They wear themselves 
out in ceaseless endeavor to escape 
This striking degree of activity is ar 
essential attribute, sinee the female 
live often remote from one anothe

The Department of Trade and Commerce haa issued a 
apecial number of the Weekly Report upon the probable 
future of Canadian trade in the Orient. The Honourable 
Sir George Foster has provided an introduction expressed 
in his ueual trenchant fashion, and pointing out that the 
subject is one which should interest every Canadian: 

Sir Geory'e saya, in part,— 

“Upwards of 500,000,000 people inhabit China and Japan 
in a vast stretch of island and continent facing our Wert- 
ern front door. Between lies a facile ocean now beginning 
to quicken beneath the swift keels of rapidly increasing 
mercantile fleets....

Old Country \Marufacturers Will In- 
augurate a “Buy British Goods” 
Campaign in Canada—An Exten- 
sive Advertising Scheme Will be 
Carried Out. 

The manufacturers of the old coun- 
try aretin the sear future to make a 
bid for a larger share in the rapidly 
increasing import trade of Canada, and 
with this end ja view a carefully or- 
ganized campaign of far-reaching pos- 
gibilities jg being inaugurated by the 
Canadian chamber of commerce in the 
empire’s capital. 

The chief visible sign of the cam- 
paign will be an exhibition train to 
yun over all the thousands of miles 
of the Canadian railways, for a year 
a’ first, and . terwards for as many 
years ag British traders find it use- 
ful and profitable. It will exhibit ex- 
amples of the best of British goods 
suitable for Canadian use, made by 
representative British firms. 

It was at first proposed to hire the 
train from one of the Canadian rail- 
Ways, but it has been decided that, 
to carry out the “Made in Britain 
idea to the fullest extent, the train it- 
gelf and the locomotive shall be buiit 


in the Uni.ed Kingdom, the finest ihe} 


country can produce, and taken 
across the Atlantic with the otuer 
exhibits. 


The organizer of the scheme, Mr 
L. J. Beirne, secretary of the Canac- 
jan chamber of commerce, talking 
of the campaign, said: 

“As a preliminary to the train tour, 
we promise to sence out special com: 
missioners to investigate conditions, 
especially on the transport questicn, 
with partisular reference to the pos 
sibilities of the Panama canal in re- 
gard to trade between this country 
and Western Canada. : 

“Our idea in running this train is 
that since less than a quarter  o¢ 
Canada’s import trade comes 
this country there is immense scope 
for an expansion of trade there, if 
British manufacturers know what is 


wanted :n Canada, and Canadians 
know what they can get here, and 
when they can get it.

A STUPENDOUS TASK 


Taking the Census of India’s Huge 
Population 

The task of taking a census of 
India must be stupendous considering 
that vast country numbers over 300,- 
000,000 pérsons, scattered over an area 
of 1,807,000 square miles. 

A staff of two milion persons was 
employed for the purpose, and the 
census Was taken in one night in 
March, at a cost of only $675,000. 


The difficulties were especially 
great iwing to the long lines of 
railway, whe big rivers on whicr 
|beats iravel sometimes for day& 


| Without comirg to the bank, the tor- 
jests to which woodcutters resort, of- 
iten for weeks at a time, and the 
{numerous sacred places, which, on

People had to be enumerated wher- 
jever they were caught. In the case 
of railways, for instance, all persons

census Was taken Was 315,156,396 (as 
‘against 294,361.05 ten years prov- 
|iously, of whom 217,586,892 were 
Hindus, 66,647,299 were Moslems, 10,- 
721,453 were Buddhists, and 3,876,203 
were Christians. The literates num 


bered only 18,539,578 persons, and 
agriculture claimed the labor of 
224,695,909 pcrsons, as against 35,- 


23,041 persons engaged in industry.

Labor Organizations 
The third annual report on labor or- 
ganiaztion in Canada, covering ths 
year 1913, has been issued by the de- 
partment of labor. At the close of 
1913 the numerical strength of organ- 
ized labor in Canada stood approxi- 
mately at 176,000, an increase of near} 
ly 17,000 over the figures at the close 
of 1912. The estimated membership | 
for each of the three years during! 
which reports on organized labof in 
Canada have been issued has been as| 
follows:

supply. In many of the counties cf 
Eastern Canada, nowever, are large 
areas of waste land, originally forest- 
ed, and caapble only of producing for- 
ests. Ontario has a Counties Refor- 
estation:Act making possible the ac- 
quisition of such waste land for refor- 
estation purposes by municipal coun- 


‘cils, but up to the present time only 


one county has availed itself of this 
opportunity Quebee and the Domin- 
ion government have also passed legis- 
lation to encourage tree planting, and 
the Dominion forestry branch in the 


jlast fiscal year distributed nearly 4,- 


000,000 trees from the nurseries at In- 
dian Head. for woodlot planting in 
Western Canada. 

The growing of forest trees on waste 
land can in most cases ke made a profit- 
undertaking, besides providing 
labor to a considerable number of mea, 
yet no exteusive reforestation has as 
yet been done in Eastern Canada.

Regulations Hive Been issued Gov- 
erning Operation of All Radin-Teie- 
graph Equipment in the Dominion— 
Amateurs Have Caused Serious in- 
convenience. 


Elaborate regulations have been is- 
sued by the naval departmem govern- 
ing the issuing of licenses and the con- 
| trol of operation of all radio-telegraph 
\ cauipments -b Canada, whether in the 
}bands of amateurs or for commercial 
purposes, either on land or in Canad- 
jan registered vessels. The  regula- 
jtions are based on the uniform rules 
|drawn up two years ago by the Inter- 
j national Radio-Telegraph convention. 
They apply not only to the “profess- 
}ional” wireless operator, but also to 
the hundreds of amateur operators 
throughout Canada, whose indiscrimin- 
ate sending out of wave-lengths would 
if uncontrolléd lead to serious inter- 
ference with the work of government- 
al or commercial stations. 

Hereafter «very wireless 
must have a ijicense 
service department. and must com- 
Ply with all the conditions of such 
license, on penalty of a fine not ex 
ceeding fifty dollars or three months’ 
imprisonment. For a limited coast 
Station license the annual charge is 
$10; for a public commercial license, 
$50; for a private commercial license, 
} $10; for an experimenta] license, $5, 
and for an amateur license, $1. 
| Provision is made in each license 
for the character of the wave-lengtks 
to be used and the renge allowed. Al! 
amateur operators are required when 
operating to listen for the signal 
) “Stop,” which will indicate that they 
are interfering with commercia! busi- 
ness. If that signa) is heard the oper- 
ator must stop until it is cancelled by 
a duly authorized government station. 
{A distinctive call for each station is 
allotted w‘th the license, and no sta- 
tion must be worked by anyone not 
holding at least an amateur expeit- 
mental certificate of proficiency secur- 
ed from the naval service department. 

For ocean-going vessels, \ it is pro- 
vided that there must be an emer- 
gency sou.ce of power for operating 
instantly available, and hours are 
specified during which the operators 
must be constantly “on watch.”

BIRTH RATE 1S STILL FALLING 


|Figures for 1913 Approach the Low 
Record of 1911 | 

In France 6,221 fewer babies were} 
born in i913 than in 1912, according 
te official figures made public recent- 
ly. This is the lowest birth rate ever 
recorded in the country except in 
1911, the number of births for every 
10,000 inhabitants in 1913 being only 
188. 

Births exceeded deaths in 1913 by 
41,901, or an average of ten births in 
excess of deaths for every 10,000 in- 
habitants. This compares with «tn 
excess of births over deaths in Ger- 
many .of 127 for every 10,000; in Aus- 
tria of 107; ip Italy of 140, and Hun- 
gary of 130. 


NEW GRAIN ROUTE 


Rockies to Winnipeg, via Saskatche- 
wan River, Being Surveyed 

Anew jeans of trangporting west- 
ern grain ant-coal is planned in the 
survey of the Saskatchewan river, 
which is to be completed this fall by 
engineers of the public works depart- 
ment.

Twenty-acie Man Scores Success by

It was only twenty 
acres, but he has stuck to that little 
patch these years and is well known 
as the “twenty acre farmer.” 

The land is now worth $150 an acre, 
ard he is nearing the point where it 
will yield him $150 per acre per year. 
|He has an irrigation system, which, 
however, he seldom uses, but he rath- 
er welcomes a dry season, for that 
makes prcducts higher, and he never 
hag a crop failure. His crops come 
just a littts earlier than those of any 
other farmer, and cunsequently he gets 
a higher price than his neighbors. 

He discovered a few years ago that 
his farm was trying to get away from 
him through the washing of the svil 
to another man’s farm, and he accord- 
ingly built a dyke, which saved ive 
soil, and at the same time he got 
plenty of washings from another farm 
adjoining. 

A specialty wit) him is the taking 
of prizes on his products, and he 
bagged $1,450 in that way last year. In 
his immediate vicinity he is barred 
from competitio:. because no one else 
would have any chance against him, 
and the county in which he lives pays 
him $75 a year not to enter. The de- 
partment of agriculture is said to have 
offered him $2,500 a year to act as 
demonstrator on his own land, but he 
refused it.

DUMPED IN UNITED STATES 


Goods Made In English Jails Are 
Shipped to America 

Harry Hawes, of St. Louis, appeared 
before the senate committee ox manu- 
factures in support of a bill (0 prohib- 
it the importation of convict and 
pauper-made goods. He said he repre 
sents the boot and shoe manufacturers 
of St. Louis. 

Hawes told the committee that the 
convicis in the United States were 
producing $34,000,000 worth of goods 
a year, and that abroad it was es- 
timated that convicts produced $560, 
000,000 worth. 

The convicts in this country were 
paid on an average 50 to 75 cents a 
day, and in foreign countries from 
5 to 25 cents a day. 


In English prisons the men were
